CITIES. 


It M a well known fact that sun- 


stroke is practically unheard of la 
Florida. Tbe state board of health 
ha* record of but one Such ca** in 
th* period of its existence, ZS years. 
Yet a temperature of 85 to M de- 
gree* continued through several day* 
la a northern city, usually bring* a 
large number of fatalities from this 
cause. The doctors are not 
yet 


quite ready to announce an explana- 
tion of the fact. It may be said that 
Florida people being accustomed 
to 


high temperatures through a large 
pan ot the year, Instinctively 
ac- 


commodate their method of living and 
working to these condition*. They 
are not so strenuous In their move- 
ments and they take fewer chance* 
witfh the heat. In the north 
the 


variation* ot temperature In the 12 
months 
are much 
greater, 
the 


change* are much more sudden and 
the strenuous activity of the average 
northern man I* not accommodated 
to th* 
sudden and 
often sever* 


changes that occur In th* summer. 
Th* ordinary "heated spells" In the 
north usually bring no relie' la re- 
freshing brew** at night and the 
eabaaotioa of the day find* no re- 
i*»*i»tl(m wh*a th* sun-goes down.
